The next constructive step by the 


Schoolfleld Congress, which only re- 
cently was reorganized after the an- 
nual election, has been disclosed. Fol- 
lowing, the recommendation made by 
H R Fitzgerald, president of the tex- 
tile concern, contained in A message 
which he delivered recently to the 
"Senate" and the "House" prepara- 
tory action has been taken towards 
adopting a "bill." which -nil! provide 
a pension fund for employes who 
have grown old in the service of the 
corporation and, who because of ad- 
vanced age are not longer able to 
work 
( 
The plan Is for every worker in the 


mills to donate a fractional part of his 
or her economy dividend check •which 
is payable monthly, this to form a 
constantly increasing reserve or trust 
fund to take care of the aged. Under 
the policy of "fifty-fifty" the mill cor- 
poration would set aside from its pro- 
portion of the economy dividend :i 
like sum. It is said that by the de- 
duction of a small sum, which would 
be hardly ffclt by the individual work- 
ers, a sum suffic'ent in size could ba 
set aside which •« ould be ample in 
providing a weekly or monthly sti- 
pend for those of the mill personnel 
who have reached an age prohibiting 
active work. The proposed plan is bo- 
ing generally discussed among the mill 
people and appears to be meeting with 
a favorable response. 
Last year the mill "Congress" pro- 


vided for the group insurance plan, 
every worker being insured and upon 
death the sum of $1,000 being paid 
in installments to those named in the 
policy as beneficiaries. 
. The mill "Congress" is also discuss- 
ing the advisability of holding month- 
ly /sessions instead of weekly meet- 
ings with the provision that called 
meetings be held when the necessity 
arises.

EMPORIUM. Pa.. Aug. 26.—That a 


busy little beaver nearly shut oft the 
water supplj- of this town with its 2.- 
500 inhabitants is the statement made 
by Carl Banson. assistant game pro- 
tector in this district, in a story deal- 
ing with the State Game commission's 
effort to restore the beaver to its place 
among the fur-bearing animals of the 
State. 


Several years ago the commission 
released four beavers, which were pro- 
cured in Maine, at a secluded spot in 
the woods near a running stream, 
three miles from SizerviHe. in Cam- 
eron county. Tlie animals at once 
dammed the stream, constructed their 
mud houses with one story under wa- 
ter, and went to housekeeping. 


The natural increase of the colony! 
made it necessary for the young beav"- 
ers at mating time to find new quar- 
ters, and it was not long before all 
the streams of the watershed which 
supplies Emporium were dammed by 
th« animals, causing that town ox"- 
treme inconvenience in dry w«ath«r. 
when little water escaped the dam

so some of the dams were removed

Roy Dickerson. notorious bank rob- 
ber serving a. 25 year term at the Flat 
Top prison and captured after a na- 
tionwide search is being held in a sol- 
itary cell at Kelly prison near Mont- 
gomery after»making an effort to dyi- 
amite bis way to freedom from Flat 
Top.

Dickerson -who was sent to the pen- 
itentiary early this year -was discov- 
ered with two quarts of kerosene and 
a carbide can containing three and a 
half sticks of dynamite on which caps 
and fuses 'had been placed, on the 
night of August 19.

REVENUE FROM CIG- 
RETTS DECREASES 


MONTREAL. Canada 
Aug 
25 — 


According to a. statement given out 
today by C S Richardson, secretary- 
treasure of the Dominion Cigai and 
Cigarette Association of Canada rais- 
ing the excise tax on cigarettsxcost 
the federal treasury more than 
a 
quarter of a jmllon dollars during 
June, the first month the new taves 
were effective 
Incidentally, the cig- 
arette taxes fell considerably more 
than a million dollars be'ow the es- 
timate made by Hon W S Fielding 
minister of finance, in his budget 
speech 
During the month of June 1922, 
there was a drop of 96.057 135 cigar- 
ettes according to the unrevised gov- 
ernment statement of entries issued 
t>y the department of customs and ex- 
cise 
In June 1921 the total entries 


of cigarettes for domest-c, consump- 
tion w_gre 245985,620 tit the ordinary 
three pounds to the thousand and un- 
der cigarettes plus 98 000 overweight 
cigarettes. For this year the respec- 
tive entries were 149~,927,484 and 75 - 
000
